Chief 46th Trial Court Judge 
Janet M. Allen ordered Thayer 
to pay $670 in fines at a sen- 
tencing hearing on Monday.

At issue at the trial was 
whether Thayer used a city 
computer in his office at the 
Grayling City Hall to e-mail for- 
mer Grayling City Council 
Member Tom Wellman. The 
attachment to the e-mail, sent 
on Sept. 11, 2009, included 
statements Wellman used in a 
campaign brochure for his bid 
for re-election, Pg. 2

Latvian president 


visits Camp Grayling

Camp Grayling rolled out the 
camouflage carpet last week for 
Latvian President Valdis Zatlers 
to celebrate a partnership that 
has lasted nearly two decades 
and will continue on with the 
global war on terrorism. 

Zatlers and a group of people 
toured Camp Grayling last week 
as he paid a two and a half day 
trip to Michigan. 

Since 1993, the Michigan 
National Guard and Latvia have 
joined forces as part of the 
National Guard State Partnership 
Program. The program was 


established after Communism 
fell and Baltic nations gained 
independence from the Soviet 
Union. 

Over The *yédrs, Latvian sol- 
diers have trained at Camp 
Grayling and Michigan National 
Guard soldiers have traveled to 
Latvia for joint-training mis- 
sions, 

Last week, Zalters toured 
Camp Grayling’s Improvised 
Explosive Device (IED) defeat 
lane, which is used lo train sol- 
diers to identify, defeat or avoid 
IEDs — the biggest killer of sol- 
diers in wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. He also toured the

Council 
approves 
pact 


City OKs employment agreement 
with police chief/city manager

The Grayling City Council formalized an 
employee pact with Grayling Police 
Chief/City Manager Doug Baum, which 
gives him incentive to stay on duty. 

The Grayling City Council, at its last reg- 
ular monthly meeting on March 28, unani- 
mously approved an employment agree- 
ment with Baum. 

In February 2010, Baum was appointed 
to serve as acting city manager when for- 
mer City Manager David Thayer was 
placed on Jeave. The city council terminat- 
ed its contract with Thayer, who was then 
facing three alleged misdemeanor cases in 
Crawford County District Court, on May 
24, 2010. In June 2010, Baum was appoint- 
ed to serve as the city manager along with 
his duties overseeing the police department. 

Under the pact, Baum will still be consid- 
ered an at-will employee hired by the 
Grayling City Council and either party can 
lerminate the agreement at any time, said 
Grayling Mayor Kar! Schreiner. 

Baum will continue serving as police 
chief and city manager while receiving a 
salary of $66,720 per year. There was no 
pay hike given when the employee agree- 
ment was approved. 

“He’s performing a dual function,” 
Schreiner said. 

The employee agreement includes provi- 
sions that give Baum incentive to stick with 
the job. 

During the first year of the agreement, 
Baum would be paid 30 days of pay plus 
accrued vacation time if no criminal 
charges are pending and the contract is ter- 
minated. In the second year, he would 
receive 60 days of pay plus vacation day. In 
the third through J0th year of the agree- 
ment, Baum would be paid 90 days of pay 
plus vacation time. During the 10th and fol- 
lowing years, Baum would receive 180 
days of pay plus vacation pay. 

Schreiner said the graduate sequence is 
designed to protect both parties with the 
long-term goals of the city in mind. 

“Tt protects the taxpayers and him and 
gives him the incentive to stick around,”

City decides to go with concrete skate park

When it came to making an 11th hour change 
for the City of Grayling’s skate park - it wasn't a 
hard decision for officials to make. 

Mike Shearer, a volunteer spearheading the 
development of the Grayling Skate Park, did 
some last minute research on skate park equip- 
ment, and learned that the city could get more 
bang for its buck by building the park with con-

In February, the city council agreed to allocate 
up to $30,000 to buy new ramps and obstacles for 
the skate park located behind city hall. 

Although the prefabricated wooden structures 
made out of wood were warrantied up to 20 
years, Shearer came across a company that will 
provide comparable obstacles made with con-

handed the information to 
Wellman. 

During his statement to the 
court, Thayer agreed with 
that assessment, saying a 
violation would not have 
been found if he used a com- 
puter made available to the 
public at the Grayling City 
Hall, a computer at the pub- 
lic library or from a personal 
computer. 

Thayer said he thinks 
about the situation he is in 24 
hours a day and it has affect- 
ed his health and ability to 
steep. He maintained that 
local law enforcement, local 
officials and citizens mount- 
ed an offensive to ouster him 
from his position because he 
carried oul directives given 
by the city council to correct 
issues within the city police 
department. 

Thayer said he accom- 
plished a number of good 
things for the city, Finally, he 
said that he has applied for 


jobs every week, but doubts 


he will ever work again in his 
profession. 

“Its just a very unfortu- 
nate situation all the way 
around,” Thayer said. 

No one from the City of 
Grayling or the Grayling 
City Council appeared at the 
sentencing hearing = on 
Monday to give a statement 
on behalf of the city. 

During the trial Sabin said 
the prosecution met ali the 
clements to prove a cam- 
paign violation act occurred 


because Thayer used a city 
computer, e-mail, city paid 
utilities and the offense was 
done at city hall. He added 
that Thayer simply violated 
an act the Michigan 
Legislature established to 
deter such an action to influ- 
ence a ballot issue or elect 
candidates. 

Sabin had a simple assess- 
ment of the case as it con- 
cluded and said little in the 
courtroom Monday. 

“He was tried by a jury of 
his peers and he was found 
guilty,” he said. “It is what it 

Hunt was successful in 
having  Thayer’s fines 
dropped from $1,070 to $670 
given the nature of the crime 
and the offense. 

Allen gave Thayer 14 days 
to pay the fines or he would 
face serving 60 days in fail. 
He faced up to a year in jail 
and $1,000 in fines. 

Allen said she did not feel 


jail time was appropriate in 


the case. 

Allen was assigned to pro- 
ceed over the Crawford 
County District Court misde- 
meanor case because Chief 
Family Court/District Court 
Judge Monte J, Burmeister 
disqualified himself duc to a 
conflict of interest. She 
advised Thayer that he had 
21 days to appeal his case. 

Thayer, who said he would 
have to borrow money to pay 
the fines, inquired about hav- 
ing a court appointed attor- 
ney assigned for his appeal. 


Following the hearing, 
Thayer said he is still study- 
ing the details of his case, but 
would likely file an appeal. If 
so, Allen said she could not 
hear the case. 46th Circuit 
Trial Court Judge Dennis F. 
Murphy or a judge from a 
different circuit would have 
to consider the appeals case. 

Thayer said he believes he 
was wrongfully charged for a 
state law meant to level the 
playing field between politi- 
cal parties and campaign 
finance committees. 

Thayer said he has con- 
tacted other city managers 
and said it is not uncommon 
for them to be asked to 
review campaign literature 
for city council and board 
members. 

Thayer said if he had 
known he would be convict- 
ed of a crime and terminated 
from his position, he said he 
would have politely declined 
to help Wellman, 

“It was a personal friend 
helping out a friend to 
wnswer some questions,” 
Thayer said. 

The Grayling City Council 
placed Thayer on a paid 
administrative leave on Feb. 
11, 2010. His contract was 
terminated with the city on 
May 24, 2010, and he was 
arrested for the campaign 
violation charge the next day. 
Other misdemeanor charges 
that Thayer faced were dis- 
missed in October 2010. 
Thayer worked for the city 
for three and a half years. 


Victims sought to finalize 
Project Graduation scam case

Police and the Crawford 
County Prosecutor are seek- 
ing information from victims 
who may have — been 
scammed by a man portray- 
ing himself as a representa- 
live for Project Graduation 
-arlier this year, 

Project Graduation is a 
night of fun-filled activities 
following commencement 
exercises to provide memo- 
ries before Grayling High 
School graduates go their 
separate ways and to avoid 
the dangers of post gradua- 
tion parties, 

In late January, the 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
Office received a complaint 
from a citizen who said a 
man had been going around 
atiempting to collect money, 
claiming he was a represen- 


tative from Project 
Graduation. 

Crawford County Sheriff's 
Deputy John  Klepadlo 


oblained a warrant and 
arrested Thomas Failing, 25, 
of Grayling, based on the 


identification of witnesses. 

Klepadlo contacted 
Yvonne Schreiber, chair- 
woman of the Project 
Graduation committee, and 
she confirmed that no one 
was raising money on behalf 
of Project Graduation by 
personally going to homes 
and businesses. 

Klepadio said Failing con- 
fessed to portraying himself 
as a representative for 
Project Graduation. 
Klepadlo said Failing is 
accused of going to local 
businesses and homes in the 
Sherwood Forest subdivi- 
sion, soliciting donations. 

“The exact dollar figure is 
unknown and the = exact 
amount of victims ts 
unknown,” Klepadlo said, 

Failing was arraigned 1 
Crawford County Distal 
Court on March 9 for com- 
mon law fraud. He faced up 
to 10 years in prison and a 
$5,000 fine. 

Klepadio said Failing is 
unclear about which homes 
and businesses he 
approached.

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On March 22, the prosecu- 
lor’s office reached a plea 
deal agreement with Failing. 
He plead guilty to a charge 
of false pretenses less that 
$200. He has agreed to pay 
restituuion and write apology 
letters to all known victims. 

Failing is scheduled to be 
sentenced on Tuesday, April 
26 and faces 93 days in jail 
and a $500 fine. 

Klepadlo hopes to identify 
other victims before the sen- 
tencing hearing. 

“During the court pro- 
ceedings, we hope that we 
can get all the restitution 
repaid and determine how 
many victims there still may 
be out there,” Kiepadio said. 

Klepadlo said Failing 
acknowledged he conducted 
the scam because he had no 
money. 

“He just got to the point to 
where he needed money and 
he just went out and started 
collecting money portraying 
himself as a representative 
for Project Graduation,” 
Klepadlo said. 

Klepadlo said authorities 
hope to clear the air about 
Project Graduation, which 
has seen a drop in donations 
due to the economy, so that 
misinformation does not 
cause a devastating impact 
on this year’s events for 
graduates, 

“With the times right now, 
with someone taking money 
from an organization that 
needs it - they just want to 
get their name clearcd,” he 
said. “They want to let peo- 
ple know Project Graduation 
is collecting money, but they 
do not go door-to-door. 
They go to the businesses 
and send letters out.”

“If we can get that grant, 
we can get a half-pipe 
made out of concrete and 
that will be so good,” 
Shearer said, 

The City of Grayling's 
Parks and Recreation gave 
the green light to change 
companies, which will Sup- 
ply and build the skate 
park. Who Skates, a com- 
pany based mn 
Kennebunkport, has been 
building indoor and out- 
door skate parks since 
1987, 

“With a dedication to 
quality that starts with 
meticulous site preparation 
and doesn’t let up until the 
concrete is smooth as glass, 
Who Skates is there every 
step of the way to make the 
park your skaters have 
been dreaming of a reality,” 
said Tom Noble, the presi- 
dent of Who Skates. 

Grayling City Manager 


Doug Baum said the city 
council had earmarked up 
to $30,000 for the skate 
park, and decided to follow 
the parks and recreation 
committee's recommenda- 
tion to change vendors. 

“It was the parks and 
recreation committee’s rec- 
ommendation that this was 
the most appropriate way 
to go - that being concrete 
instead of wood for the 
longevity of the skate park 
equipment,” Baum said. 

Funds to purchase the 
equipment will come from 
the city’s income tax. The 
funds are earmarked to pay 
for capital improvement 
projects or capital equip- 
ment purchases such as 
vehicles for the police 
department, department of 
public works and park 
equipment. Grayling is the 
only city in the state that 
has its income tax ear- 
marked for capital projects 


and equipment. The funds 
cannot go into the general 
fund for wages or day-to- 
day operations. 

Shearer said he would 
have ultimately liked to 
have had full support from 
the Grayling City Council 
by taking the change in 
plans to them for a vote at 
their last meeting, but was 
facing a short deadline to 
get skate park construction 
underway. 

“If we were blessed with 
time, yeah we could have 
waited and talked to the 
full city council, but we 
wanted to get this going,” 
Shearer said. 

A two-man crew from 
Who Skates will be in 
Grayling on Monday, April 
11, to start work on the 
skate park. Local skaters 
and cyclists are expected to 
help design and work on 
the park, 

“These guys are skaters 


so they know what the kids 
want,” Shearer said. 

Shearer said he would be 
soliciting donations for 
hotel and motels rooms, 
meals and materials — to 
help defray the cost of the 
project. 

“It's kind of an off-sea- 
son and we will certainly 
recognize them for helping 
with this project,” he said. 
“If we can save a $1,000, 
maybe we can add an extra 
fool on to our quarter 
pipe.” 

Shearer added that he 
hopes the citizens who 
have been hesitant to 
donate to the project in the 
past will come forward 
since the park will now 
have more permanency, 

“Two years from now, 
we won't have to replace 
everything.” Shearer satd. 
“Now is the time to step 
forward while they are here 
building.”

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DETROIT MAYOR David Bing 
is frantically searching for 36,222 
people to save Detroit a whole lot 
of money during the next 10 years. 

It’s all a matter of the ten year 
census conducted last year. 

The 2010 federal census found 
only 713,777 residents of Detroit 
in its official count, but a popula- 
tion of 750,000 is the magic size 
needed for cities to qualify for 
many federal and state financial 
aid programs, which mean about 
$1,000 in revenue per year for 
each person in the official census 
count. 

Detroit is 36,222 short of meet- 
ing that goal, and at $1,000 per 
head, basic arithmetic proves 
that’s a lot of money for a city 
already facing large financtal 
problems. 

Finding that many uncounted 
Detroiters in a census challenge is 
not impossible, but it's highly 


unlikely according to the history of 


challenges in the past.

Michigan state aid for cities at 
the 750,000 population level has 
been an arbitrary decision. In past 
years, when the state legislature 
wanted to earmark aid for Detroit 
alone, or at a different level than 
other Michigan cities, several laws

MICHIGAN IS the only state to 
lose population in the 2010 census, 
meaning among other things that 
our representation in Congress and 
the electoral coHege — which actu- 
ally selects the president every 
four years ~ will be diminished. 

Michigan’s congressional dele- 
gation will shrink from 15 to 14 
members. Our top number of con- 
gressional seats followed the 1960 
census when a growing Michigan 
was entitled to 19 house members, 
and also meant five more votes in 
the presidential electoral college, 
too. 

As an historical note, reappor- 
tionment to accommodate the new 
19th congressional seat could not 
be established before the 1962 
election, and Neil Staebler of Ann 
Arbor, long tme Michigan 
Democratic party state chair, won 
election to Congress in a statewide 
race while the other 18 established 
districts continued along previous 
lines. 

Reapportionment has yet to be 
set for the 20)2 election. Winning 
approval fora plan that will satisfy 


political realities and still meet 
legal requirements can be a daunt- 
ing task in drawing new district 
lines. 

It’s highly unlikely a stalemate 
will result this year as it did 50 
years ago, but if that should hap- 
pen, and no new districts are estab- 
lished for the 2012 election cycle, 
then all [4 congressional seats 
might be subject to statewide elec- 
tion. 

Now that would be some cam-

* Inspect hoses at each 
oil change and have them 
replaced when leaking, 
brittle, cracked, rusted, 
swollen or restricted. 
Check V-belts and serpen- 
tine belts for looseness 
and condition, and have 
them replaced when 
cracked, frayed, glazed or 
showing signs of exces- 
sive wear. ‘Typically 
replace the timing belt 
between 60,000 and 
90,000 miles or the inter- 
val specified in the 
owner’s manual to avoid a 
breakdown or serious 
engine damage. 

« Check the engine 
brake system every year 
and have the brake linings, 
rotors and drums inspect- 
ed at each oil change. 

* Check that the battery 
connection ts clean, tight 
and corrosion-free. The 
battery should be securely 
mounted. [f it is three 
years old or more, the bat- 
tery should be tested and 
replaced if necessary. 

« Inspect the exhaust 
system for leaks, damage 
and broken supports or 
hangers if there is an 
unusual noise. Exhaust 
leaks can be dangerous 
and must be corrected 
without delay. 

¢ Schedule a tune-up 
that will help the engine 
deliver the best balance of 
power and fuel economy 
and produce the lowest 
level of emissions. 

* Check the car’s heat- 
ing, ventilating and air 
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conditioning (HVAC) sys- 
tem as proper heating and 
cooling performance is 
critical for interior com- 
fort and for safety reasons, 
such as defrosting. 

* Inspect the steering 
and suspension system 
annually, including shock 
absorbers and struts, and 
chassis parts, such as bail 
joints, tie rod ends and 
other related components. 

¢ Check the pressure of 
all tires, including the 
spare, at least once a 
month. Check the tread 
for uneven or irregular 
wear and cuts and bruises 
along the sidewalls. Have 
your car’s alignment 
checked at least annually 
to reduce tire wear and 
improve fuel economy 
and handling. 

* Test exterior and inte- 
rior lights and have bulbs 
that are not working 
checked immediately. 
Replace windshield wiper 
blades every six months or 
when cracked, cut, torn, 
streaking or chattering for 
optimum wiping perform- 
ance and safety.

(Car Care Council) - 
When it comes to vehicle 
safety, the brakes top the 
list of systems that need to 
be routinely inspected and 
repaired immediately 
should motorists suspect 
any problems.

the performance of your 
vehicle, but lower its 
emissions and save money 
at the pump, too. 

“A well-maintained fuel 
system is essential for 
good gas mileage,” said 
Rich White, executive 
director, Car Care 
Council. “By simply 
replacing your car’s fuel 
filter every two years or 
24,000 miles and having 
your fuel injectors flushed 
our every 30,000 miles, 
you will not only have a 
cleaner, ‘greener’ car, but 
you will also spend less 
‘green’ at the pump.” 

In addition to routine 
maintenance, your fuel 
system should be checked 
immediately if you smell 
gas, or suddenly have poor 
fuel economy, because 
there might be leak in the 
fuel system. If the “Check 
Engine” light is tluminat- 
ed, it may mean a problem 
with the fuel injectors or 
oxygen sensors. While 
oxygen sensors are part of 
the emission system, they 
have a large impact on 
your vehicle’s fuel econo- 
my.

* Pulling in one direc- 
lion, instead of maintain- 
ing a straight path, and 
uneven tire wear. These 
symptoms mean there’s an 
alignment problem. 
Proper wheei alignment is 
important for the lifespan 
of tires and helps ensure 
safe handling. 

* Low tire pressure, 
bulges or blisters on the 
sidewalls, or dents in the 
rim. These problems will 
be visible and should be 
checked out as soon as 
possible as tires are the 
critical connection 
between your car and the 
road in all sorts of driving 
conditions,

Girls tennis team has

Grayling High School, 
however, opted to cut girls 
tennis in 2007, but the ath- 
letic department created a 
“coed” tennis squad by 
encouraging the girls to 
play during the fall season 
with the boys tennis team, 
GHS had coed tennis 
squads in 2007 and 2008. 
GHS canceled its 2009 
boys/coed tennis team due 
to low player numbers -- the 
team had nine girls and two 
boys, one short of the 12 
required for a full starting 
line-up (four singles play- 
ers, eight doubles players) — 
but the school opted to try a 
girls tennis revival during

the spring of 2010 season. 

The Vikings started the 
2010 season with 17 girls, a 
solid number for a sport 
played in the spring. During 
2010 and 2011, Grayling 
High School has had seven 
varsity sports in the spring ~ 
three for boys (baseball, 
track, golf) and four for 
girls (softball, track, soccer, 
tennis). 

This year’s squad has 
even better overall numbers; 
the team’s roster included 
more than 20 players before 
spring break started on 


April 1. The group is a mix- 


ture of all skill levels, from 
experienced varsity players 
to girls who have never 
piayed tennis at all prior lo 
this season. 

“We have had great num- 
bers with 21] girls on the 
team,” Coach Tim Sanchez 
said. 

Sanchez, athletic director 
and head football coach at 
GHS, is in his first season 
coaching tennis. 

“Iv’s challenging coach-
